Remarks.— Our markets this week have been very unsettled, and 
prices have fluctuated considerably for all metals. Sellers have been 
humerous, whereas buyers have been scarce, and owing to a constant 
pressure of sales, some heavy sacrifices have been made, which has 
terminated in leaving prices much below what they were at the close 
of last week. The actual cause of this great change in the position 
of the various markets is, perhaps, rather difficult to account for, but it probably 
arises from numerous prompts falling due, which weak holders have been unable to 
meet without realizing. But to assume that the trade is again going to fall iutoa 
similar state of depression as at this time last year, seems, in spite of the present 
in .ctivity, to be a somewhat far-fetched opinion, fur reports from nearly all countries, 
as we have before pointed out, are for the most part very satisfactory; money 
is cheap and abundant, and the present low prices will certainly tend to increase 
the demaud, These are circumstances which will, undoubtedly, sooner or Jater, 
rueourage speculation, as well as steady and stimulated bond fide trade; and it 
would appear that it is now only necessary to arrest the downward tendency, and 
when confidence is restored, prices will doubtless quickly move in the opposite 
duection. It is most unreasonable to expect that holders will be disposed to con- 
tinue making sales at such unremunerative prices, and they will most assuredly avail 
themselves of the first favourable opportunity that offers to demand higher rates ; 
and considering the heavy decline which has taken place, it is only reasonable to 
lock for a sudden rebound. The prospecta at this time of the year are generally 
more encouraging for business than at any other period; and there is nothing in 
tie nature of things to anticipate that this year’s trade will in any way be di- 
minished more than usual; but, on the contrary, now that the political strife is 
over, and there is every probability of a more settled form of Government, and that 
trade in the East, as well as the West, is beginning to look much brighter than for 
a considerable time past, the markets ought, and undoubtedly will, very quickly re- 
cover their norma! condition. The clearing out of weak and outside operators of 
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The deliveries for the first fortnight of this month compare very favourably with 
those for the corresponding period of last year, being 2008 tons, against 1621 tons. 
The imports of Chili copper for the same period were 1594 tons, against 2623 tons. 

Iron.—This market remains fairly steady, and prices show but little 
change. As regards the future, opinions differ considerably; some 
evidently believe that renewed buying for all parts of the world will 
shortly take place, and it is reported that many makers are preparing 
to meet an increased demand, while others take a less hopeful view, 
and go so far as to hint that no permanent revival has been effected 
Circumstances, however, would almost prove that the former idea is the most 
correct opinion ; for notwithstanding that the markets appear at the moment to be 
encircled with gloom, yet there are good reasons to expect that the mist of dcpres- 
sion will soon rise, and that a season of prosperity and general activity will quickly 
follow. Although the reports from America continue less satisfactory, yet there are 
still large shipments being made to that country in completion of old orders, and 
the reports from the other quarters of the world are of a more cheerful character. 
Recent advices from New York show that there has been a further falling off in the 
condition of this trade in that country, the demand for all descriptions having 
considerably slackened, and sales have been few and confined to small parcels. 
Under these circumstances prices have receded, Gartsnerrie being quoted at 1 dol. 
less, and Coltness 3 dols. lower. Hematites are very dull of sale at about 38 dols. 
Scrap and old rails are quoted at 37 dols., being a fall of 1 dol. since the last 
price. The country markets appear for the most part to be in a less satisfactory 
condition; for from Middlesbrough it is reported that the trade just now is 
very inanimated, the low prices on the Scotch market having unfavourably 
affected quotations on the Cleveland market. It is, however, encouraging to find 
that stocks are being reduced, the quantity in Connal and Co.’s stores, last 
‘Tuesday, being 92,370 tons, a reduction of between 2800 and 2900 tons on the week.

It may be asked —and fairly asked, too—how it is that, possessed 
of such abounding natural resources, Virginia has not been more 
prompt in turning them to account. We fear that an answer must 
be found in the pride, indolence, and ignorance of the inhabitants, 
The Virginians have conceived somehow an idea that they are the 
élite of America, and that they are too well born to work. Then the 
ignorance of the Virginians in matters of finance is something 
astounding. Although 15 years have elapsed since the close of the 
great civil war, which entailed great suffering and misery upon the 
Virginians, they have not yet made a manful effort to re-establish 
their public credit. It is true that an Act was carried in the last 


| session of the Virginian Legislature with this ostensible object; but 


it was afterwards vetoed by the Governor, who justly considered that 
the measure, instead of restoring the public credit, would have de- 
stroyed what was left of it. The Virginian plan of restoring the 


|credit of Virginia had, at any rate, the merit of simplicity. It was 


simply to repudiate about one-third of, the debt, and scale down the 
interest upon the poor remainder. In other words, the unfortunate 
bondholder of Virginia was to be fleeced up hill and down dale, 
When such outrageous ideas as these prevail in the Legislature of 
Virginia, it is not surprising that capitalists look with distrust upon 
all appertaining to the State, and that its natural resources remain 
neglected and undeveloped. Before the Virginians can flourish they 
must learn a little political economy. . 





THE LONDON BUILDING EXHIBITION. 


Among the exhibits on view at the Agricultural Hall during the 


| past week were many of general interest to the readers of the Mining 


Journal, not the least attractive of these being the beautiful speci- 
mens of enammelled slate shown by Messrs. Ford and Margrett, 
of Birmingham. It appears that the whole of the slate used is 


| quarried in Wales, and by the processes to which it is submitted by 


the firm in question it is made almost undistinguishable from the 
more expensive marbles which it is intended to replace. The slabs, 
which arrive at the works 5 or 6 in. in thickness, are first cut by cir- 
cular ‘saws into the required width, and the material then passes to 
the planing machine, and receives what is termed a “ first surface.” 
ty the use of cutting tools, carvings and mouldings, many of intri- 
cate design are formed by this machine, and afterwards handed to 
the carvers to be finished. After quitting the carver the material is 
subjected to the sanding process. The piece of slate is fixed toa 
circular iron plate, 8 ft. in diameter; the disc revolves at a high 
speed, and with the aid of sand and water a smooth surface is given 
to slate, the polish being afterwards completed by hand. Next comes 
the veining, which is effected by a man having tools and apparatus 
fitted for the purpose The colours are distributed on the surface of 
the slate in such a manner as to imitate any desired stone or marble 
Insome instances the colours are placed on the surface of water, 
which being agitated by wind, or the breath, causes the colours to 
intermingle. The slate is then dipped into the water, the colour ad 
heres to it, and produces the veins resembling the natural marble. 
The coating is succeeded by the enammelling process. The now 
coloured slabs are put into drying stoves constructed on Perkins’s sys 
tem and dried, the temperature varying in each stove. That used 
for the first hardening is, comparatively speaking, cool; in the next 
the heat is greater, and in one instance is 250°. The process consists 
first of laying a coat of enamel, then the slab is stoved, afterwards 
rubbed down with pummice stone, brought to a perfectly smooth 
surface, once again enammelled, then stoved. Taken out, the rub- 
bing down with pumice stone is repeated, then comes polishing with 
the aid of rotten stone and another hardening in a stove. This is 
followed by hand rubbing with the aid of rotten stone until a fine 
polish is effected. 

Another interesting exhibit was that of the Cakemore, Causeway 
Green, and Lower Holt United Brickworks and Colliery Company, 
whose London agents —Messrs. Ward and McCulloch, of Wharfdale- 
road —showed various kinds of bricks, such as common blues, presse‘!
